Would Remain Same 


Although 
som e county 
school 
districts would experience s o m e 
major changes, under the plan, 
most Lower Bucks school 
dis­ 
tricts would remain relatively un­ 
changed. 


The proposal lists among the 
school districts, Delhaas, although 
the Delhaas jointure which con­ 
sisted of Bristol Township and 
Tullytown Borough was dissolved 
early this year. 


Instead of a minimum of 4,- 
000 students as provided by the 
defunct Act 561, a Bucks school 
district would have a minimum 
of 796 students. Dr. Raab said he 
felt the new law is more flexible 
than Act 561. The new law goes 
into effect .July I, 1966. 


Lain Dormant 


Actually the plan is based on 
a county proposal that has lain 
dormant in Harrisburg since 1953. 
This plan was approved in Sep­ 
tember of 1961 by the State Coun­ 
cil of Education, and under Act 
299, the proposal may be retain­ 
ed. 


Dr. Raab made it clear that the 
county board was not attempting 
to force school districts to ac­ 
cept the proposal.

township schools. The illustrious 
Ivy League mentor was inter­ 
viewed by the school board last 
month, the only candidate to be 
screened for the job. 
No Money 
Today,

does not exist. There are no pro­ 
visions for such a job in the 1963- 
64 school budget and an appropri­ 
ation of $8,500 made last year is 
no longer available. 
One board member explained 
today that money would not be 
available since funds at the end 
of each fiscal year are “vacated" 


and transferred to a surplus ac­ 
count. 
Jam es’ name had been submit­ 
ted to the board by Superinten­ 
dent Robert P. Martin, who re­ 
portedly felt that a man of na­ 
tional fame would add prestige to 
the school district. 
While the job of athletic direc­ 


tor doesn't exist, there are three 
lucrative positions open in the 
township 
school 
district. 
Each 
calls for a annual salary of about 
$8,500. 
The jobs are foi directors of 
reading, guidance and library. 
The additional positions figured 
mainly in the salaries of supervi­ 


sors and consultants more than 
doubling the amount in last year's 
budget. A sum of $25,400 was al­ 
located last year compared to 
$53,200 for 1963-64. 
The three new directors would 
account for more than $25,000 of 
the $53,200.

HARRISBURG (UPI) - Gov.

Scranton 
t o d a y 
blocked an attem pt to perm it a 
55 mile per hour speed limit for 
trucks on Pennsylvania superhigh­ 
ways. 
The governor vetoed a compre­ 
hensive traffic bill containing dis­ 
cretion for the Highway Depart­ 
ment to lift truck ceilings by five 
m.p.h. and also raise limits for 
passenger cars. 
In his veto message, Scranton 
m ade just passing mention of the 
truck boost but cited his objec­ 
tions to the proposals on passen­ 
ger cars. He said he opposed 
moves to raise from 35 m.p.h. to 
50 m.p.h. ceilings on roads less 
than 20 feet wide and from 50 
m.p.h. to 60 m.p.h. on roads more 
than 20 feet wide. 
He contended the present law 
gives the highways secretary such 
discretion but he added “ I feel 
that there is definite relationship 
between speed and the occur­ 
ence of automobile accidents and 
therefore any legislation intended 
to increase present speed limits 
should be subjected to further con­ 
centrated study.” 
Nevertheless, the governor com­ 
mended the four sponsors of the 
bipartisan bill for their work. He 
suggested they 
meet with state 
Police Commissioner E. Wilson 
Purdy and Traffic Safety Commis­ 
sioner Harry H. Brainerd to dis­ 
cuss speed limits for the 1965 
General Assembly. 
Brainerd once described the ve­ 
toed bill as one he could “ live 
with.” 
Scranton also vetoed three other 
bills and signed one more to clean 
up action on all bills handed him 
by the 1963 General Assembly. It 
brought his record for the session 
to 592 signed and 21 vetoed. 
The bill he signed increases the 
membership of county assistance 
boards to 15. The present lim its- 
11 for Philadelphia and Allegheny 
counties and seven for the other 
65 counties—become the minima.

Under Money Deluge 


DODGEVILLE, Wis. <UPI) - 
When the postman rings twice in 
this Iowa County community, it 
has the sound of a cash register. 
A mysterious deluge of money 
has hit this small town and ifs 
not pennies from 
heaven. The 
money is in $20 bills, hundreds of 
dollars in $20 bills—all from an 
unknown benefactor. 
At least 25 persons have shared 
in the windfall to date. 
It started last Tuesday. 
Mrs. Mina Bishop, a widow in 
her 70's who lives alone, lifted an 
envelope from her mailbox and 
saw her name and address neatly 
printed in ink. Inside were five 
$20 bilks, wrapped in lined tablet 
paper. 
There was no message. No re­ 
turn address. Only a postm ark— 
Aug. 26, Dodgeville. 
An elderly woman who insisted 
on remaining unidentified, showed 
fright at the contents of her en­ 
velope, which also contained $100 
in $20 bills. She gave it to her son 
and asked him to check with a 


lawyer The a t t o r n e y advised 
banking the money. 
“ I'm afraid whoever sent the 
money will come in the night and 
try to get it back,” she said. 
The m ajority of recipients were 
elderly widows. Not all received 
$100. Some found only one $20 bill. 
All were deposited in a local 
collection box, according to the 
post office. 
The mystery deepened when at 
least four of the letters were ad­ 
dressed to deceased persons, one 
of them the late wife of a Metho­ 
dist minister. 
Mrs. Herb Harris said the mys­ 
terious windfall is “ the talk of 
the town.” 
“ Wherever you go people ask, 
‘Well, what did you get in the 
mail today?’ ” 
Mrs. Harris said pranksters are 
obviously getting into the money 
giving mystery. She said she re­ 
ceived a nickel in an envelope 
Thursday and other women re­ 
ported receiving a penny.

if there is one; look at the maps 
and graphs; read the picture cap­ 
tions and read the largest size 
bold type. Even if your chapter 
is 50 pages, it won’t take you 
more than 5 or IO minutes to 
survey for the main idea. 
Stop A Minute 
Stop for a minute after the first 
survey and try to place the chap­ 
ter into the context of the book 
as a whole. Ask yourself how 
important the chapter is, what 
effects the m aterial will have on 
the development of subsequent 
chapters. 
Then su vey again. Cover all 
of the bold print this time. You'll 
begin to get a stronger grasp of 
the main ideas; it’ll only take an­ 
other couple of minutes. And then 
survey again, just reading the 
first sentences 
of 
each 
para­ 
graph. You’ll start to pick up 
the secondary ideas. 
Skim Text 
After your third survey, skim 
through the entire text very ra ­ 
pidly. Don’t pay much attention 
to details; just get a stronger 
picture of the subordinate thought 
flows. Be sure you place them 
in the context of the main ideas. 
One more skimming is all that’s 
necessary. This tim e make a l'ght 
pencil m ark next to important 
details that may require mem-

orization before an exam. 
And that’s all there is to it. 
Notice you should 
never 
re a d ; 
through every word of the chap­ 
ter from beginning to end. Chances 
are, that kind of leading will 
take a long time and get you 
confused; you’ll end up with a 
maze of facts and no idea what 
the entire chapter is about. 


Clear 
Picture 
But by surveying the chapter 
several times, digging a 
little 
deeper each time, you’ll always 
get a clear picture of everything 
in the chapter. By working from 
the very general down to the very 
particular, you’ll get every fact 
n its proper place. Comprehen­ 
sion and retention will be no 
problem. 


Most students find they can 
get through a chapter faster this 
way, too. You can survey five or 
six times in the time it takes to 
plod through word-by-word. So you 
get better comprehension and you 
save time. 
The Summary 
Let’s sum up the method: 
For main ideas—maps, graphs, 
pictu e captains, 
chapter 
sum­ 
m ary and largest bold type. 
For stronger grasp of main 
idea — all bold type. 
To pick out subordinate thougnts 
—first sentence of 
each 
para­ 
graph. 
For stronger grasp of subordi­ 
nate thoughts—skim through body 
of text, ignoring details. 
For complete com prehension- 
skim again, checking off details 
that may require memorization.
